After the pugilists had entered the 
ring there was an immediate call for 
time, but a delay ensued, presumably to 
give betting full sway. The crowd grew 
ugly from the long delay and de- 
manded the 
call of 
time, 
which 
was, however, not granted. 
Threats to 
tear down the ring and to clear out the 
hall were made, and a great confusion, 
which threatened a stoppage of the pro- 
ceedings followed. 


The sheriff made his appearance on 
the scene with aids, and in the name of 
law and order, commanded the orowd to 
disperse. 
The 
sheriiTs 
deputy 
mounted the 
platform 
and ocdar- 
ed the hoetilities 
to 
cessa. The 
town constable then held a oonferenoe 
with the sheriff and farther opposition 
was withdrawn.

There are seventy-two master gods, who 
^ e heads of celetitial boards* of doitiea» 
in whose hands are committed »very- 
thing that men can possibly use or think 
of. The 360 trades which, acocn-ding 
to the Chinese, complete the number, 
are each provided with a god. 
There 
are gods of carpenters, of masons, of 
fishermen, of barbers, of tailors, of jug* 
glers, and even a god of paper clothing. 
There are the monkey god and the fish 
god; there are gods of parasites, each 
kind having its own deity; there is ft god 
of the Punch and Judy show, a god of 
cruelty, a god of flreerackers, and ft god 
of revenge. Shorter and Blower, the 
English translation of Hen and Hft, 
gods of storms and rains, are wftrlil^e 
deities, and their statues are frequently 
seen on the frontier. 
The thnnderer 
has two gods, Mr. and BIrs. Thunder, 
while every pestilence, every kind ol 
disease, has its own god. The gods oi 
tide were once enemies, but are now 
reconciled, one bringing in the other 
taking out the tide. The rivers idl have 
godri, each having lus iadividnal char- 
acteriatics, the deity of th« Yellow^Birev 
being particularly fond of thefttrioals,

whieh fact, according to some ethnoio 
gists, serves to prove that the Anames< 
are not descended from the mingliui 
oi indigenous races, but rather thatthej 
hftve èxisted for an immense period a 
time as a distinct and peculiar race. 


which are always provided in his honor 
at his annual feast. Every tree has its 
god, and when a tree is to be cut down 
notice is sent to all the neighbors to re> 
main indoors lest the tree god, finding 
himself deprived of his roosting place, 
should take summary vengeance oi^ any 
unfortunate mortal who strayed rat of 
doors from protection of his own house- 
hold deities. 


In short, there are gods for every- 
thing; gods painted on the walls, at 
the corners, at cross roads; for tha tmt> 
anxiety of Chinesa life is to sbara the. 
devil, and otlly by tile interoeMion ^ 
the gods can this very desirable eCsot 
be produced; so when a Chinese fanaral 
starts from the house to the cemetery, 
it never goes in a straight line, but up 
the street to the comer where stands 
the statue of some deity, then sud- 
denly to the left or right, while the 
deamon, appalled at the sight of the 
god's image, waits a moment, and thus 
the funeral gets the start of him. Ev- 
ery deity, however, of the Chinese 
mythology—it is satisfactory to know- 
has definite work to attend to and gives 
it the closest possible attention, no one 
ever intruding into the province of an- 
other, so that, on the whole, the Chi- 
nese consider their mythology very eco- 
iiomi(»l, for each and every person in 
any line of trade or occupation worships 
Heaven and earth in general, and his 
only deity in particular, thus claiming 
e\eia]>tion from devotion to the rest oi 
the Dautheon. -Boxton Herald.
